Kadiak Island Bears 


The biggest bears in the world are 
to bo found .a Kadiak Isla>d, in the 
gulf of Alaska, south of the great 
shoulder of territory that stretches 
out into the Pacific. The Kadiak 
bears are of the polar breed, perfectly 
white, with long, heavy fur, and at full 
growth are twice as large as the black 
bear of the Rocky mountains. They 
weigh 2,400 to 3,000 pounds, stand as 
high as an ordirary cow and are the 
biggest carnivorous animals living. 
The tracks they leave in the snow 
have often measured fi. -een inches in 
length and ten inches in width. They 
are savage and fight desperately when 
attacked, 

Bear traps are usually baited with 
honey, but the Kadiak trappers use a 
pig. Bears are ~-ncommonly fond of 
‘pork, and a pig when .mprisoned in a 
trap makes a demonsiration which at- 
tracts the attention oftthe bears at a 
longer distance than the odor of hon- 


ey. 
Kadiak ‘is wooded and mountatho' 
tt has good natural harbors. There 
8 a population,of some 1,500, mostly.

For years past attention has been 
directed to the necessity for opening

On this discovery being reported, 
the governor, in March last, commis- 
sloned the Director of Railways and 
the Director of Marine to invegtigate 
the matter, and as a result fit was 
established that the newly-discovered 
creek, though not shown on any 
map, is really the mat channel of 
the Bonny River.

Opposite these cliffs sound- 
ings showed a cepth of 70 feet of 
water.

- THE DOUBLE RED CROSS. 


Emblem of Anti-tuberculosis Workers 
All Over the World. 

The double red cross, the symbol of 
the war against tuberculosis, was first 
adopted as the symbol of the [nterna- 
tional Anti-tuberculosis association in 
Berlin in October, 1902. The proposer 


of the symbol was Dr. G. Sersiron of 
Paris, who is now associated secretary 
of L/Association Centrale Francaise 
Contre la Tuberculose. 

Today the emblem is being used by 
anli-tuberculosis workers in every part 
of the world, even in Iceland, India, 

, South Africa, Labrador, Japan, China 
and the Philippines. The double red 
cross is similar in sbape to a cross 
used frequently in the Greek Catholic 


churches and also to the Lorraine cross 
of France. All of the urms of the 
cross are pointed, the two cross arms 
being of the same length. ‘The width 
of the cross is taken as the unit in de- 
termining the proportions. The length 
of the lower arm is seven units, the 
arms are three units on either side, the 
point above the arms two and a half 
the 
arms one and a balf units. These 
measurements hold good for any size. 

In the United States over 1,200 anti 
tuberculosis associations and comnunit 
tees, nearly 550 sanitariums and hos. 
pitals, 400 dispensaries and about 200 
open air schools, besides a number ot 
other organizations, are using the dou- 
ble red cross as their emblem. Wher. 
ever it Is seen it means war against 
tuberculosis.

BLUNDERS OF ARTISTS. 


' Curlous Examples In the Dome of the 


National Capitol. 
tn the dome of the capitol at Wash- 
ington there are eight great paintings 
carefully designed and executed by the 
artists for the adornment of the na- 
tion’s greatest building. Yet five of 
them are either defective in technique 


or in error as to natural pI historical | 


facts. 


One of the best known pictures Is 


that in which Washington is shown 
resigning his commission to the Contt- 
nental congress. There are two young 
girls, almost life size, standing {n the 
foreground. They are very pretty 
young girls, but one of them has threo 
hands. One left band rests on tho 
shoulder of her companion; another 
left hand is round her companion's 
waist. Doubtless the artist Trumbull 
painted both hands to see which pose 
he preferred and then forgot to paint 
out the superfluous hand. : 

Diagonally across the rotunda is the 
painting of the baptism of Pocahonta::. 
Sitting in the foreground ts Opecan- 
canough, the uncle ef Pocahontas. He 
is barefooted, and the artist has giv- 
en him six toes on his left foot. 

In the painting of the landing of Co- 
lumbus, which used to be reproduced 
on the five dollar banknote, the artist 
has painted three *1gs. They are very 
well drawn, but one ts blowing east, 
one west and one south, which indi- 
cates a very variable. condition of the 
wind on that famous day. 

In the picture of the surrender of 
Cornwallis Genera: Washington is con- 
epicuous seated upon a white horse. 
But Genera! Washington was not pres- 
ent at the surrender. Cornwallis did 
not surrender his army ‘Mperson, but 
sent a subordinate officer to do so. Ac- 
cordingly Washington detailed an offi- 
cer of corresponding rank to receite 
the surrender. It would have been a 
breach of military etiquette for Wash- 
tngton to be present. 

The fifth picture, “Signing of the 
Declaration of Independence at Phila- 
delphia on July 4, 1776,” is wrong only

THE NORTHERN LIGHTS. 


It’s a Mistake, Says a Scientist, to Say 
They Emit Sounds. 

German scientists are greatly !nter- 
ested in a discussion regarding new 
phenomena revealed by the aurora 
borealis, according to recent Norwe- 
gian and German observers. People 
living in the northern part of Norway 
maintained that they often hear sounds 
lights. 


Accordingly German and Norwegian 
scientists started out to investigate 
the phenomena, and one of them, Olav 
Aabakken, has spent a long time at 
the Hallde observatory in Finmarken. 
Aabakken thinks that It is very un- 
likely that any sound Is to be heard 
from the northern lights. He main- 
tains that the human senses are not 
to be relied on, especially regarding 
the phenomena of sight. 

Aabakken says that the iden of 
sound connected with the northern 
lights may result from the fact that 
these lights look like flames, and as 
people are accustomed to associate the 
crackling sound with flames the rath- 
er uncritical observer of the blazing 
movements of the aurora borealis Is 
apt to think that he really hears the 
sound of those flames.—New York 
Press.

Fake Money in Italy 

Of all the o-called ‘Great Powers,’ 
Italy has the most unstable and most 
unsatisfactory currency. Not alone is 
the exchange subject to fluctuatioas, 
but there is . great mass of counter- 
feit and worthless Money floating in 
the country for the undoing of the un- 
wary. In the first place, the engrav- 
ing on the paper money is of inferior 
quality, and hence easy of imitation; 
secondly, there are so many worthless 
or doubted coins in circulation that 
the temptation to add to their number 
is not easily resisied. 

The paper money is allowec to re- 
main in circulation until disgracefully 
dirty and nearly obliterated, and there- 
fore difficult of recognition as count- 
erfeit or genuine. To add to the con- 
fusion, Frenc: silve> is generally ac- 
cepted, while the coins of Switzerland, 
Belgium, and Greece, although official- 
ly recognized, are as a rule, refused 
in commerce. Numerous Papal and 
Roumanian coins are still in circulat- 


ion, although valueless and accepted 
only by unwary foreigners, whom the 
Italians regard ae fair prey. 

In addition, none of the large num- 
ber of one-lira pieces coined before 
1863 can be passed, although intrinsic- 
ally of equal value with those of later 
date, since the period arbitrarily fixed 
for their redemption has passed and 
the government refuses to accept them 
further.

Machines For Milking. 

One of the most prosperous indus- 
tries in Australia is that of dairying, 
and with the extension of operations 
the latest labor-saving machinery is 
being adopted. For milking the ma- 
chines in use are the latest. At one 
dairy, where about 100 cows are in 
milk, there are seven machines in- 
stalled, providing for the milking of 
48 cows at the one time. The ma- 
chines aro working effectively, and 
appear to find favor in the eyes of the 
practical men. They combine efficien- 
ey with simplicity, and present ro 
diMculty in handling. The releaser 
conveys the milk from the cow to the 
separator quickly and cleanly, owing 
to the automatic adjustment of its 
inflow and outflow. The approximate 
cost of installing a plant of this kind 
fs $1,750, and it is capable of milking 
a hundred cows in about two hours. 


Light From Below. 

One of the first bores put down in 
Western Queensland to tap the great 
artesian storage known to exist in 
the interior of Australia, was at 
Thargomindah, and the water from 
it is now being put to a novel use. 
The pressure is 270 pounds to the 
@quare inch—-one of the strongest 
pressure bores in Queensland, though 
the flow is not very strong —- about 
670,000 gallons per day. ‘he bore is 
2,660 feet deep, and the temperature 
of the water is 166 degrees. It 
drives a waterwheel at: 1,200 revo'u- 
tions per minute to provide power for 
an electric light system for Thargo- 
mindah. The charge for light is 25 
cents per week per light. It is con- 
trolled by the Queensland Govern- 
ment. 


St. Kilda Linked Up. 

The inhabitants of the little {sland 
of St. Kilda, off the northwest coast 
of Scotland, whose homeland {is in 
such an isolated position that they 
only received news of the death of 
the late King Edward nearly a year 
after the event, are congratulating 
themselves upon the Iinstallation of 
wireless communication between their 
island and the mainland which has 
just been effected. The islanders sig- 
nalized the completion of the station 
by sending a wireless message to 
King George. The King replied with 
a gracious message, in which he ex- 
pressed the wish that the improved 
communication would be the means 
of impoving the happiness of bis sub- 
jects in St. Kilda. 


Tarring and Feathering. 

People who suppose ‘‘tarring and 
feathering” is an invention of Judge 
Lynch ‘‘out west’’ may be surprised 
to learn that it was invented, or at 
least was first used, by Richard Coeur 
de Lion. In the regulations entered 
into between him and Philip Augus- 
tus, the Crusader commanders de- 
creed, amongst other punishments 
provided, that whoever in either of 
their two armies should commit theft, 
was to have warm pitch poured over 
his head, which should then be pow- 
dered with feathers, and the ot-ender 
should afterwards be abandoned on 
the first shore.

The days of the grey bowler hat are 
numbered. A leading Bond atreet 
hatter declares that during the pres- 
ent season be bas never sold so few 
grey bowlers for the past twenty 
years. “Society men used frequently 
to. wear grey bowlers when going rac- 
ing,” he said, “but now they invar- 
tably favor hats of a darker shade.”

It is a case of “first come, first 
shoot.” The great seine boat leads 
with the heavy mass of brown net 
heaped in its stern; then comes the 
“vowler,”’ as it is called—probably 
a corruption of “follower —- whose 
business it is to see that the fish, | 
when once enclosed by tlré seine, do | 
not leap over the row of floating 
eorks, and this is done by either 
splashing with a great stone tied toa 
cord, or else by throwing smaller 
stones into the circle, a large supply 
of these having been put in the boat 
before it left the beach. Presently 
the crew of the ‘‘vowler”’ will help to 
haul the seine, pulling in one end 
whilst the crew in the larger boat 
pulls in the other. 

Lastly comes the ‘‘larker,’’ general- 
ly manned by boys. This little boat is 
a tender to the others, taking out the 
anchors, for it is necessary that the 
bigger boats should be firmly anchor- 
ed so that there may be something to 
pull against when hauling the seine, 
and the boys also shake loose any 
part of the great net that may get 
fouled. It is very hard work, too, be- 
cause all the toil and time may have 
been expended in vain, and the mack- 
erel school may have escaped for 
some more fortunate boat to secure. 

But if all is well the harvest of the 
sea is reaped, and the mass of ailver, 
purple, and blue {s poured from the 
net to the boats. Then wet, hot, and 
exhausted, the men prepare for the 
next ‘shoot.’ The seine is arranged 
afresh, and once more the weary 
fishermen await the “huer’s’’ cry 
from the cliffs above.

Animal Which has been Subjecteu by 
the Eskimo as a Beast of Burden is 
Only Half Tamed and is Almost as 
Ferocious as His Wiid Brother — 
Only Constant Severity Will’Control 


Ten little mounds of snow were hud- 
dlec. close by a hut on the western coart 
of Hudson’s bay when the si. rose over 
the surrounding wilderness, says Leslie 
G. Shannon in a recent article. “ar out 
from the shore the bay was frozen solid 
| and over the ice and the land the gale 
whirled the feathery snow in great 
clouds, If there had been a spirit ther- 
mometer at the hut it would have record- 
ed a temperature of at least JO degrees 
) below zero. 

With the first appearance of the sun, 
two swarthy men, wrapped to their eyes 


| in fur, emerged from the hut on snow- 
shoes and drew from out the adjoining 
le:n-to a long, low sledge on whieh was 


lashed a great heap of skius. They were 
trappers about to start for the trading 
post some 40 miles up the coast. 
the front of the sledge—they call it a 
komatik—-extended for about eight feet 
a stout sealskin strand known in those 
regions as a_ bridle. Clearly it was 
meant that draft animals of sone kind 
thould be atteched thereto, Vint where 
were they? ‘I. trappers knew. look
